Four Catholic priests have just been 
sentenced to six months' imTiaon- 
ment by the military court at D^eden- 
hoten, Lorraine, under peculiar cir­ 
cumstances. In April they were railed 
out along with the reserves for a 
short period of military train-“.g, 
As 
they were not regular reserves, but 
substitutes, they appeared in a body 
at headquarters and asked to be ex­ 
cused. 
The captain in charge curtly 
refused that request and added- “Af 
long as you are under my orders no 
God can help you.” One of the priests 
was also sent up to headquarters to 
answer the grave charge of laving. 
in a petition to the district sergeant, 
used the word “request” instead of 
(“beg.” 
Finally the four men drew up a 
statement, of 
their 
grievance^ and 
sent it to the commanding colonel of 
the 
district, 
concluding 
with 
the 
words: 
“lf the m atter is not s e ttle d 
in a manner satisfactory to us we 
shall feel compelled to have it brought 
up in the diet” (the new- legislature 
of Alsace-Lorraine). 
This was looked upon as contrary 
to military regulations, which prohibit 
the handing in of joint complaints by 
several persons, and the threat was 
looked upon as an insult to the mili­ 
tary power, as well as resistance to 
authority. 
The colonel carried the 
matter before the appropriate military 
court, which fully sustained hi3 view-. 
and had no option hut to inflict the 
minimum sentence of six months’ im­ 
prisonment.
